To this despatch the Monitcur appends the 
following announcement : — "The artillery has 
again opened fire against h'ehastopoL An error 
in 3 despatch ltd to believe that another bom- 
bardment had commenced. This is not the 
case. This fire is that of our guns, which 
has been seen, has powerfully contributed, 
since ils re-commencement, to facilitate the 
wcrks of the approaches, directed against the 
Malakoff works. 1 ' 

Tbo l'aris correspondent of tlie London 
Times says:—" A private despatch from the 
French camp gives a few additional particu- 
lars about the affair of the Tchernaya; and ex- 
plains to a certain extent, the disproportion, 
remarked by every one between the loss of the 
allies and that of the enemy. It appears that 
the garrison of .Sevastopol, as well as the ar- 
my, are almost without provisions ; they 
have scarcely a morsel of bread to eat, aud 
they are in such a plight that, according to 
this despatch, one would say the Russian com- 
mander-in-chief really desired lo get rid of a 
considerable number of Ins men from the sheer 
impossibility of feeding them.' The enemy 
had to approach through a deep ravine to ap- 
proach our lines, and while they did so they 
were actually mowed down by hundreds by 
our guns and musketry. The Russians were 
not in. a posilion to return our lire with effect, 
nnd did little more than fire in the air. They 
seem to have been sent forth as desparate men, 
lo do the best -they could. It was in the ad- 
vance and retreat that they suffered the most, 
and hut for the signal slaughter of the enemy 
the aflVir could scarcely be called a battle. " If 
we do not take Sevastopol with our cannon," 
adds the dcspalch, " we shall do so before long 
by famine." 

Tnr. Russians in t.-;l Crimea.— The 
Morning Post says, we have more than ever 
occasion to believe that the Russian forces in 
the Crimea are *ufl'ei ing intently from want of 
food and necessary supplies; and that this, 
combined with other cause ^assures their speedy 
expulsion from Sebastopol an*l the south of 
the Crimea. 

0)>i:ss.\. --Letters from Odessa bring news 
extending up to the 7ih ol August, Large 

detachments of troops had been marched from 
the north to Ismail, in consequence of intelli- 
gence which Prince GorUchakoffis raid to have 
received respecting an intention on the part &f 
the allies to bud 50,01)0 men ia the neighbor- 
hood of that fortress, who by marching along 
the coast, under the protect, on of the fleet, 
would bo enable to cut off the communication 
of the Crimea with the main land. In order 
to avoid this cventuslly all disposable troop* 
will be tent to I3csarabia.
